It is the regnlarily ofrecei^ 
inc a fixed amount at the end of 
eaeh weeh, nsore than the 
aBMNmt of pay whleh appeala t» 
the average boy td sereateen or 
eighteen. 

Encourage him to save so modi 
each month and have his -^wej 
bank account. Never rer^jire 
him to come to his father for 
money to be used for his own: 
necssary expenses. 

There is nothing which slimuj 
lates a boy's ambition and prkJo 
more, than to look after his 
fiaaneea and keep hie own 



What shall we do to iceep the 

boys on the farm? 

This is the everlasting ques- 
tion now agitating the farmers 
of the land.
